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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Daniel A. Geselowitz on 12/16/2009. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. Claim 6 line 13: Delete the article "the" between —as— and —inorganic—, and 

b. Claim 6 line 14: Delete the article "the" between —as— and —inorganic—. 

Reason for Allowance 

4. Claim 7 is amended by the Applicant, claims 6 and 7 are amended by the 
Examiner, claims 1 , 4 and 5 are canceled, and claims 2, 3 and 6-20 are pending. 

5. Pending claims 2, 3 and 6-20 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Kiyama et al. (US 2003/0072925 A1 ) and Nagashima et al. (US 2002/01 82380 A1 ) 
singly or as a combination teach an ink jet recording material comprising a paper 
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support, an ink receptive layer (A) nearer to the support and an ink receptive layer (B) 
apart from the support, wherein the ink receptive layer (A) comprises fumed silica or 
alumina hydrate and the ink receptive layer (B) comprises alumina hydrate. Kiyama 
teaches the use of a primer layer when a plastic film or a water resistance support is 
used instead of the paper support. However, Kiyama does not teach or suggest the 
primer layer comprises a pigment having an average secondary particle diameter of not 
less than 1 urn and not more than 5um, 50% by volume or more of the total volume of 
the pigment has a secondary particle diameter of not less than 1 .2um and not more 
than 1 5um. The undercoat layer of Mukoyoshi et al. (US 6,1 87,430 B1 ) cannot be 
combined with the invention of Kiyama because Kiyama does not teach or suggest the 
use of the primer layer on the paper support, in fact Kiyama teaches away. In addition, 
the claimed support is limited to a paper support.
